For what 
is the offence with which Iam charged? That I did not 
discriminate between Roman Catholics and Protestants 
- when I drew a parallel between Christians and Mahome- 
tans, and moreover rather spoke of concrete Christianity 
gs it moves and acts before our eyes, and as it has left 
~ jts broad and deep marks on the sand of time as it 
glided, or rather trampled, on—for, like the fourth beast 
- jn Daniel’s vision, its heavy tread crushed everything— 
from age to age, than of abstract Christianity, as conceived 
in the mind of some pious dreamers, and as practically 
- nowhere perceived and nowhere tolerated in Christian 
dominions. Now that there exists a great variety of 
Christian sects, differing on every conceivable point and 
every doctrine, I know very well. Between the Ultra- 
montane Papist, for whose comprehensive organ of faith 
no superstition is too gross, on the one hand, and the ad- 
-yanced Unitarian, who is only separated by the breadth of 
a hair from a deist, on the other, there stretches a vast 
extent of ground occupied by every imaginable shade of 
religious opinion. Nevertheless, all these multitudinous 
sects arrogate to themselves the common name of Christian, 
- and in legislative enactments are acknowledged as such 
To confine myself for proofs to our own time and to Pro- 


conclusion of the Crintean War, the powers concerned 
wished to show that they had not fought for an idea, were 
it even to realise the glorious one embodied in the words 
“my kingdom is not of this world,” the equality: of all 
Christian denominations before the law in the Danubian 
Principalities was distinctly stipulated, evidently not to 
the exclusion of either Catholics or Protestants, but of 
Jews, and may be of Hindocs or Chinese, should they ever 
resort thither. When in Protestant Prussia, very lately, 
a silly Jew, who took the constitution for a reality, and 
who believed when a minister had sworn on the Gospels 
to uphold it, he meant what he affirmed, applied for a 
teachership not at all connected with religion, in a gram- 
mar school, he was refused, not because he was unqualified 
—the examinations passed by him with eminent success 
proved the contrary—not because he was ineligible, for an 
article in the constitution, in clear words, abolishes all 
religious distinction, placing all Prussian citizens, in every 
_ respect, on a par—but simply because all schools in Prus- 
sia bore a Chris'ian character, i.e., could only admit Pro- 
testant and Catholic professors, to the exclusion of Jews. 
If, therefore, the followers of the cross. apply to themselves | 
the name Christian whenever, irrespective of their internal 
differences, they wish to secure to tsemselves the good 
things of this world, to the exclusion of the intruding Jew 
-—Iasa Jew may be permitted to make use of the same 
name whenever 1 wish to designate them collectively, as 
sharing in one and the sime characteristic, more or less 
- developed, and as having at all times, to a greater or less 
degree, been guilty of intolerance. Indeed, the wonder is 
not that it is so, but would rather be if it were not so. A 
religion that arrogates to itself all higher virtues: and a 
“purer morality must necessarily inflate its followers with a 
Pharasaical pride that Jooks down with contempt on all 
other creatures, and considers and treats them as inferiors, 
that is to say, must make them intolerant. A religion that 
“monopolises for its adherents all the joys of the world to 
come, dooming to everlasting perdition all beyond its pale, 
cannot be very severe upon those followers that should 
already in this world give the condemned a foretaste of 
the tortures awaiting them, either for the purpose of 
” gratifying some grudge or for the nobler object of saving 
them from the wrath to come. Had the English Christians 
been quite free from this intolerance they would not have

to turn an honest penny !—he in the course of his speech 
observes that, having beeu on the Commission of Lunacy 
for many years, he could affirm from experience that 
‘medical men were often igrorant of mental disease. “ He 
perfectly well recollected an instance that showed how 
little many eminent medical men were acquainted with 
what was going on in the world, and how they formed an 
opinion and came to a conclusion without any foundation 
in fact. When discussing the question of the insanity of 
a lady, he (the Earl of Shaftesbury) strongly maintained 
that she was perfectly sane, and capable of managing 
herself and her affairs ; a medical man of great eminence 


‘because she subscribed towards the conversion of the 
Jews:” Had that medical gentleman been acquainted 
with what was going on in the world, he would have 
known that hundreds and thousands of persons of the most 
sane and solid description were doing the same thing.” 
Was this not a clever stroke of policy ? His lordship, 
however, must permit us to state that, however apt his 
other instances exemplifying medical ignorance of mental 
disease, the one quoted by me was certainly a decisive 
proof of the lunacy in question, for none but a madman or 
a mad woman would waste his or her money on so absurd 
a purpose as the conversion of the Jews. I have on a 
former occasion shown that at the rate at which the con- 
version market is now supplied, an amount equal to our 
national debt would hardly be sufficient to redeem from 
perdition the benighted Jews inhabiting the kingdom of 
Poland alone. And whence are the funds to come to 
convert the other nine or ten millions of Jews, who, 
according to the “Jewish Intelligence ””—an excellent 
authority in such matters—now live on the globe? It does 
not prove that the lady was the less insane because others 
were equally mad. ‘This conversion mania is a nervous 
disease, whith, like all other diseases of this kind, proves 
contagious. Lock up those affected with it in mad-houses, 
and the diseese will cease spreading, while an appropriate 
treatment in the asylum will soon effect the desired cure 
on the lunatics themselves. 

I write this on the 16ch of March, being the anniversary 
of the massacre of the Jews of York in 1190. Disraeli 
the Elder has rendered all England familiar with the 
sanguinary scene then enacted in the north of England. 
I need, not therefore, give an account of it. Nor do I 
make reference to it in order to stir up any ill-feeling 
against our Christian countrymen for any wrong committed 
by them in the past, God knows we Jews are most 
willing to forget the past if only the descendants of these 
wrongdoers will allow it.

Tue CoLrege or France.—The appointment of M. 
Renan as prvfessor of Hebrew at the College of France, 
and his suspension immediately after the delivery of his 
first lecture, have created a great sensation all over 
Kurope. M. Renan, like so many other great scholars 
is not a believer in Christianity. From his point of 
view the Christian Scriptures are of much less value 
than the Hebrew, the latter being principally historical, 
whilst the former are throughout legendary. As the 
account of the means employed for bringing about his 
suspension is not uninteresting we copy it from the 
“ Clerical Journal ”:—‘' We referred in our last (page 
182) to a demonstration at the College of France, upon 
the occasion of M. Ernst Renan’s entering on his duties 
as Hebrew Professor. The students who were arrested. 
were set at liberty, and M, Renan’s first lecture proved 
to be his last. Instead of limiting himself to his proper 
domain of philology, he gave utterance to those sentie 
ments of heterodoxy which he is well known to cherish, 
No sooner was it known that in his opening lecture he 
had used language which amounted to a denial of the 
Divinity of our Lord, than the Archbishops of Paris 
and Lyons and the Pope’s Nuncio moved in the matter, 
By means of the Empress they obtained an audience of 
the Emperor, who communicated with the Minister of — 
Public Instruction, and the course of lectures was sus- 
pended. ‘The order was duly published in the “ Moni- — 
teur,’ and the reason assigned was, that “ in his dis- 
course delivered on Saturday last at the College, at the _ 
Opening ofthe course of lectures on the Hebrew, Chaldee, — 
and Syriac tongues, M. Renan professed doctrines _ 
which affect the Christian faith, and which may produce — 
deplorable agitations.”. M. Renan, although he has a— 
European reputation, is a youog man, His powers are 
extraordinary, aad. his. manners attractive,.He 
written many learned works, and was lately sent ou an 
antiquarian mission to Syria by the Government. The 
reperts of his researches have appeared in the “ Monie 
tear,” and his reward was the recent appointwent. 
This appointment he has resigned. Sp-eimens of his 
lecture have been published, and fully justify the indigs 
nation which they have caused. As far as we can judge, 
he regards every form of belief as equally important, of 
rather as equally indifferent. His heresies atfect the 
higtest and sublimest mysteries of our religion. To 
say the least, his appointment was a mistake, as he has — 
given sufficient publicity to his opinions, in his version 
of Job, bis essays, and other works. M. Renan will do

_ We make a few extracts from the speeches delivered | 
on the occasion: | 


Rabbi Haym Zvee Sneersohn said the Jong contin- 
nance of the dispersion of theIsraclites had caused, 
doubts to arise in the minds of many Jews as to whe- 
ther God’s mercy had “ clean gone for eyer;” and 
the question was often asked how long will the Jews 
be a byeword among the nations ? He was convinced 
that the promises of God in reference to his nation 
would assuredly be fulfilled, and that the falfilmert 
would be brought about by the ordinary workings of 
God's providence and not by any miraculous agency. 
In considering the cause of the dispersion of the Jews, 
the rabbi said he found, after examining the Chronicles 
of the Kings of Israel, that, in the early-ages, the 
Israelites were much more sinful than at present, ; and 
that, as long as their sins were against God only, they 
were forgiven, but when they sinned against man also, 
they were severely punished. This was exemplified by 
the Babylonish captivity, which, after a lapse of seventy 
years, the Jews were delivered from, because they | 
turned and prayed unto God. While the Israelites re- 
mained faithful to each other, and unanimity reigned. 
amongst them, their sins were easily pardoned ; but 
when strife and malice entered their hearts, and every 
man’s sword, was drawn against his neighbour, the 
wrath of God was kindled against them, and He 
punished them according to their evil deeds,. The dis- 
persion of the Jews was caused by the malice and ill-will 
which sprang up amongst them; and he ( the rabbi) 
thought the continuance of their dispersion was to be 
attributed to the fact that they were unable to meet 
together, and devise some means for the reparation of 
their sins, as at Labylon, He expressed his firm 
belief in the falfilment of the prophecy of Hosea, that 
the children of Judah and [srael will be gathered to- 
gether again, ‘The restoration of the Jews would be 
accomplished by degrees, and they were bound to exert 
their strongest energies to further that end, in humble 
dependence upon the help of God. ( Hear, hear. ) In 


conclusion, the learned rabbi briefly referred to the 
object of his mission, observing that though the work 
might appear triyial, he hoped that such an amount of 
sympathy would be awakened in connexion with tt, 
that it would be the beginning of the restoration. of the 
(Applause. ) 

The Rev. Dr. Cairns expressed the deep interest he 
felt in everything concerning the Jewish nation—an in- 
terest, he said, which was more ardent than that which 
he felt for any other section of the human family. He 
justified this predilection on various grounds; in the 
first place, becouse the Jews were a religious nation ; 
secondly, because they were the most marvellous nation 
which ever existed, and carried along with them the 
destinies of every other country; and thirdly, because 
he learned from the Bible that they. must be loved “ for 
the Father's sake.” (Hear, hear.) Everything in the 
present day seemed to indicate the fulfilment of the 
prophecy, that in the seed of Abraham all the nations 
of ‘the earth shall be blessed. All modes of interpreting 
the prophecies in the Book of Daniel led to the conclu- 
sion that the time was fast approching when the Isra- 


this opinion was confirmed by the present position of 
the Christian world. Another reason for expecting 
the speedy return of the Jews was the fact that some of 
them were beginning to fear that the hope of restoration 
was almost gone, for it was expressly mentioned in one 
of the prophecies that this would be the case towards 
the end of thcir captivity.

PAROCHIAL RELIEF. 

here is a subject referred to in the last report of the 
‘Board of Guardians which deserves the serious attention of 
the community. We allude to the portion of the publication 
which discusses the claims of the Jewish poor to parochial 

~ -gelief. It is true the consideration of this question does 
pot come directly within the province of this Board, which 
- originally was appointed to take charge only of the strange 
‘poor; and did the Board resemble several of our other 

- presiding bodies, who make it their study to confine their 
sphere of activity. within the narrowest limits compatible 
‘with the object of their formation, its members would have 
- eomplacently shut their eyes to the existing evil, and laid 
-__ gnetion to their souls, by placidly declaring, ‘“This is none of 
ur business ; we have not been elected for this ; let others 
look to it ;” and thus allowed the state of tiings to grow 


more comprehensive view of its duties. This view will 
be best understcod from the following extract from the 
It is necessary now to turn to those matters to which the 
gttention of the Board hasbeen directed, in consequence of 
- eireumstances that occurred during the past year. Foremost 
among these was the heavy and continual charge on its funds 
arsing from what may be termed the list of permanent pauper:. 
While there was no fixed and orgaised channel of relief for 
the poor, it may be fairly assumed that these cases were left 
to shift in some measure for themselves, dependent to some 
extent on the uncertain distributions of the Synagogues, on 
the cagual alms of the public, or still more on the charity and 
thy of their own poor neighbours, while many, if not the 

majority of them, gradually found their way to the workhouses, 
and became by degrees lost and forgotten. This state of things 
formerly readily acquiesced in, and probably to some extent 
unknown, would not now be tolerated by the community.

if required to enter with her children the workhouse | 
must, for reasons just stated, shrink back from it.

But the Board of Guardians has not only the merit of 
having brought these to light, pointed out their magnitude, 
and shown how insignificant, how truly fractional was the 
return made by the parishes to the Jewish poor in propor- 
tion to the amount of the poor rates paid by Jewish house- 
holders—it has also attempted a cure of the evil. It has 
embodied these grievances in a memorial, submitted to the 
Poor Law Board, and suggested several modifications in | 
the administration of the poor Jaw, so far as Jewish appli. 
cants are concerned, which, in its opinions, would, if not 
remedy, at least mitigate the evil. The memorial 
suggests to direct the parochial authorities, in the case of 
Jewish poor, to relax the stringency of the application of 
the workhouse test, to confine themselves to the labour 
test in the case of able-bodied Jewish poor, and in all 
other cases, where no fraud is suspected, to grant out-door 
relief, and, further, to undertake the prosecution of de- 
serting husbands, Any doubt that might arise on the 
faith of any applicants, the Board seeks” to remove, by 
proposing that they shoul be required to produce a certi- 
ficate from a synagogue, or itself, testifying to their reli- 
gion. The adoption of these suggestions by the Poor Law 
Board, we are told, would not require the sanction of the 
Legislature, and this undoubtediy is a great recommenda. 

But although the memorial was forwarded early in July 
last, and although this central authority has communicated 
with the parishes in question, yet hitherto no decision 
scems to have been arrived at, and the question is stil] 


although we are not surprised at it. The plan proposed 
by the Board of Guardians seems to us to present some 
difficulties, which, it appears to us, cannot be over- 
come. In the first place, it proposes the introduction of 
a religious element in the working of a system expressly 
so devised as to steer clear of all considerations arising 
from differences of creed. The introduction of this element 
may appear to the Poor Law Board an innovation 
fraught with mischief, not for what it would concede to 
the just demands of the Jews, but for the precedent which 
it would set, and which might one day be appealed to by 
other religious denominations. The Poor Law Board 
might consider such a formal concession as the first slight 
rent in the solid structure, that might one day be widened 
and deepened, until it reached the very foundation.

It may be that this proposed solution of the problem 
could not be adopted by the c-xtral authority without the 
sanction of the legislature Lut even if it were so, we 
believe it would be worth while trying for it, nor should 
we despair of success. This is not a measure that would 
rouse any party feeling. The parishes would have no 
interest in opposing it, as it would not entail upon them 
any undue pecuniary sacrifice, while relieving them of 
some labour and trouble. ‘he Liberals would see no 
reason for opposing the measure, as it would not at all 
affect the existing poor law system, lay any new burden 
upon the ratepayers, or do violence to the conscience of 
anybody, since the Jewish poor would after, as before the 
passing of such Bill, be still at liberty to repair direct to 
the union for relief, Nor would the Conservatives oppose 
such a measure ; for, although many of them ardently seek 
the conversion of the Jews to Christianity, yet it isad- 
mitted that, whilst they remain Jews, they ought neither 
directly nor indirectly be impeded in the exeresse of: their 
religion.

NEW EDITIONS OF THE TALMUD.

At the same time'we are informed that a plan has 
been formed, and that with a good prospect of its find- 
ing pecuniary support, for publishing a stereotype edi- 
tion of the Babylonian, and also of the Jerusalem 
Talmud, at Berlin. | 
As the Babylonian Talmud fills twelve closely prin- 
ted folio volumes, and these do not include the Jerusa- 
lem Talmud, it is evident that these publications are 
a proof of a most extraordinary amount of literary 


| activity among the Jews. 


A vast proportion of them must indeed be far too 
poor to be able to purchase copies of such voluminous 
works; and many must be unable to devote the time in- 
dispensably required for an education which can enable 
any one to make use them. It must also be remem- 
bered, that many of the more wealthy and more 
respectable Jews, have abandoned the study of the in- 
tricate questions which occupy a great part of these 
works, so that it is not likely that any considerable 
number of the subscribers who support these vast un- 
dertakings, are to be found in that class of Jews.. 

And yet, notwithstanding these drawbacks, and the 
fact that no great length of time has elapsed since 


| other editions were published, the progress made in the

proof that thé Jews are pre-eminently a literary peo- 
ple. | 

Some idea of the comparative magnitude of the un- 
dertaking to publish a stereotype edition of the Talmud 


{may be formed, if we compare that publication with 


others of a similar kind in our own country. When 
Scott's Commentary was published’ in a stereotype 
‘edition in 1822, it was said to be ‘ the largest work 
ever submitted to thit process.” (See Horne’s Introduc- 
tion, vol. ii, part ii., page 258, eighth edition.) But 
what are six quartos compared to twelve folios ? Scott’s 
Commentary, to say nothing of its intrinsic value, is 
written in a language and style accessible to four or 


Jews in the world. 

The Talmud treats of difficult points of Jewish law 
in a most abstruse manner, and in a dialect which can 
only be acquired by many years of patient study. And 
at the same time this proposed stereotype edition has to 
compete with four others now in the course of publica- 
tion, and yet we are told that it is seriously contempla- 
ted. | 

While we readily admit that the Talmud must always 
command attention, as a monument of the opinions 
which have prevailed among the children of Israel for 
so long a space of time, we cannot notice these republi- 
cations without a deep feeling ofsad and melancholy 
interest and sympathy. 

These things show most clearly that while our work 
as a society has been well begun, it is as yet compara- 
tively in its infancy. The New Testament is directly 
and entirely opposed to the great principles on which 
the system of the Talmud is founded, and although 
large edititions of the latter may now be called for, to 
satisfy the wants of its adherents, yet we know as- 
suredly that if the Gospel be faithfully taught and 
preached, not only thousands as now, but millions in 
Israel shall ultimately be brought to see the intrinsic 
and utter worthlessness of all that man has ever pre- 
sumed to add_to the word ofGod, and the sinfulness 
of trusting in such a system. 

While the Jews are thus 
copies of their Talmud, a bookseller in Berlin proposes 
to publish a stereotype edition of the so-called rabbinical 
Bible, Mikraoth Gedoloth. This is.a work of an entirely 
different kind, and of incomparably greater value than 
the Talmud. It contains the Hebrew text, with the 
Targums or Chaldee paraphrases, the great Masora, 
and the best Jewish commentators.—Jewish* Intelligence.

THE JEWISH POOR IN LONDON, 

An article under this heading in last week's “ City 
Press ” is written in such a friendly spirit, and containg 
such an excellent abstract of the last report of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, that we transfer the whole 
of it to our columns: | on | 

We have, from time to time, directed the attention of | 
our readers to the case of the Jewish poor, as one cal. 
cula'ed to excite sympathy for a class somewhat re. 
moved from the pale of ordinary charity, by reason of 
their national and religious exclusiveness. We do not 
read that the good Samaritan asked the creed of the 
poor stranger whom he found exhausted by the way. 
side ; and the probability is, that he wasa man against 
whom the Samaritan might have pronounced an ana. 
thema, as a member of a nation anda sect with whom 
he would have no, dealings. Charity, ‘like mercy, 
droppeth like the dew upon the place beneath, without 
inquiring too strictly about ties of blood, faith, and 
political’ principles; and it may always be said of the 
Jewish poor, that they bear very patiently the conse- 
quences of isolation from the general mass of the com- 
munity, which, it may not be generally known, is a fre- 
quent cause of their poverty. But the Christian public © 
take little heed of Jewish destitution. The poor Jew 
may starve in secret for all the general public know of 
his case; the town missionary cannot visit him; and 
there are few asylums to which he can apply with any 
hope of being deemed eligible for assistance. In a 
community which numbers many men of great wealth, 
and of which a majority of the remaining members are 
prosperous traders, it is not likely the poor would be 
left entirely without friends, and the ‘‘ Board of Guar. 
dians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor” is an institu- 
tion devised to meet their case, by an administration of 
Jewish funds for Jewish necessities. ‘So admirably hag 
this Board shaped its course in carrying into effect the 
provisions of a well-constituted organization, that poor- 
law reformers have already taken note of its operations ; 
and, in two and a half years, it has become a model of 
appointed means for the relief of destitution. 

Previous to the establis’ ment of this Board, the syna- 
gogues respectively relieved their own attached poor, 
but the system never gave satisfaction to the observing 
men of the Jewish community. It was so easy to im- 
pose on the benefactors, and the divided nature of the 
sources of relief favoured indiscriminate charity, and a 
wasteful application for funds. The Board was con-. 
stituted to bring under one administration the whole 
subject of relief, and to afford facilities for assisting 
such as were not so much in need of bread as an oppors 
tunity to earn it. Fears were entertained that the poor 
would regard the Board with disfavour, and also that it 
would tend to pauperize the community, but neither of 
those fears have been realised ; on the other hand, the 
majority of those who were adverse to the institution of 
the Board are now its advocates and supporters—its 
utility has proved its best vindication, | | 

The relief administered by this system is of various 
kinds. elief in money is as much as possible discou- 
rage’, and the necessities of life are given more freely, 
Loans of money are made to poor Jews who can obtain 
sureties for repayment, andthe Board receives back the 
loans in small weekly instalments. There is a visiting 
committee to visit the poor Jews at their homes, and a 
work committee to find employment for the able-bodied 
and industrious, who have no wish to become recipients 
of charity. Another and peculiar department of the 
operations is administering to the wants of poor immi- 
grant Jews, manv of whom come over from Holland in 
a condition utterly destitute, and without any.reasonable 
hope of obtaining employment, relying, in fact, upon 
the generosity of their co-religionist in London. © These 
are wenerally furnished with the money to go back to 
the place whence they came; but such as show a 
likelihood of being able to maintain themselves, are 
assisted till they can find occupation. ae 

The extent of the operations of the Board, as well as 
the extent of the necessity for its guardianship, will be 
made evident by means of a few particulars. During 
the year 1860, the number of applicants to the Board | 
amounted to 1,761, and the applications were 6,262 in 
number. During 1861, the applicants numbered 1,574, 
and the applications were 3,923.

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ITEMS RELATING TO THE FIRST JEWS IN 
STATE OF GEORGIA, FROM THE |i 
- PEN OF JUDGE NOAH, OF NEW YORK, 
Dr. Samuel Nunez, who belonged toa distinguished 
family in Lisbon, was a physician of great eminence, 
and had a very extensive practice even in times when 
the Jews were under surveillance of the inquisition. 
THe was at last denounced to the tribunal, and himself 
and family were arrested as heretics and thrown into 
the dungeons of the inquisition, Their prayer-books 
were concealed in the bottoms of chairs, that opened 
with springs; but it was observed that the family never 
went abroad on Friday evenings, and although for form | 
sake, they attended mass, suspicions were awakened, | 
and some spies detected them on the Sabbath, with | 
their Hebrew prayer- books ; they were all sent to prison. 
Dr. Nunez was physician to the Grand Inquisitor, 
who was anxious to save his life ; he did for Dr. Nunez 
and his household all in his power to alleviate their suf- 
ferings ; but some of them, among whom were Abby de 
Lvon, who died at Savannah, bore, as did also her 
sister Grace, the marks of the ropes on their wrists, 
« when put to the question.” | | 
The services of Dr. Nunez being needed, the prisoners 
were ultimately liberated, on condition that two of the 
— officers of the inquisition should always reside with the 
family, to guard against their relapsing into Judaism. 
~The Dr. had a very elegant mansion on the banks of the 
Tagus, and being immensely rich, he constantly enter- 
tained some of the first families in Lisbon. Ona plea- 
gant summer's day, he invited a party to dinner, and. 
amongst the guests, was a captain of an English 
Brigantine anchored in the river; while the company 
were amusing themselves on the lawn, the captain in- 
yited the family and part of the company on board, to 
-alunch, prepared for the occasion. The family withthe 
spies of the inquisition repaired on board the vessel, and 
while at Junch in the cabin, the anchor was silently 
weighed, the sails unfurled, and the wind being fair, the 
Brigantine shot out of the Tagus; it carried the whole 
party to England. It was previously arranged between 
the Doctor and the captain, that for a thousand moidores 
in gold, the captain should convey them off; and this 
plan was adopted to avoid suspicion. 
The ladies had secreted in the quilting of their dresses 

all their jewels and diamonds. The doctor had converted 
all his surities into money, and himself and friends 
wore the gold in belts around their waists. On their 
arrival in London the warm and beautiful climate of 
Georgia was then much talked of. The celebrated 
John Wesley with his brother Charles, and Genera! 
Ogelthorpe were then about sailing. The Doctor and 
family and friends accompanied them, The svnagogue 
was founded on July 11, 1738, in Savannah, Georgia.

“ Habit,” says the proverb, “becomes a second 
nature;” but I must confess that, in my subsequent 
visits to the Getto, this second nature grew but very 
slowly upon me.

the impression by degrees loses its acuteness. I had 
been anxious to form an idea of the size of thé Ghetto, 
but what must it have been in former ages, when their 
population numbered from 8000 to 10,000, and were 
strictly confined to this little space! Of the present 


contribute in the least to the expenses of the community, 
and yet I have been told that they have to pay 1500 
scudi annually towards the maintenance of the converts 
to Popery from other religions; and being now them- 
selves relieved from running the annual race in the 
Corso, they are at least at the expense of the prize as- 
signed to the winner in the farce stil] kept up. Such 
are the tender mercies of the Papacy after they have 
been much relieved under the present Pope, and the 
poor Jews acknowledge it with gratitude; but what it 
was in past ages is pretty well known; still, the fvot- 
note may be interesting to some unacquaited with the 
past sufferings of the unhappy Jews at Rome.* 

What is most surprising is that, while I heard en- 
lightened Romans condemn this unjust treatment of the 
Jews, the votaries of Romanism made a virtue of it. A 
Canadian priest, with whom I travelled, ca!led it an act 
of kindness on the part of the Popes for the protection 
of the Jews. An English lady now at Rome, whom I 
knew about thirty years to go about doing good in 
London, and taking a special interest in the conversion 
of the Jews, tells me now, asa faithful convert to the 
Church of Rome, that that which we dare not do in our 
private capacitv, those in their elevated station may be 
justified in doing, as instruments for the punishment of 
the Jews. To this I briefly replied that God chooses, 
like ourselves, suitable instruments for His work. We 
do not take coals from the hearth with a pair of silver 
sugar-tongs, but with tongs of an inferior metal, as of 
iron; to punish His people God chooses a Pharaoh, a 
King of Assyria, a Pope. | 


THE ROMAN JEWS. 

A missionary who lately visited Rome gives an ac- 
count in the ‘ Jewish Herald” of his intercourse with 
the Jews there. We copya portion thereof. ‘The con- 
yersiOnist views pervading the description will easi'yv be 
understood when the object of the travellers visits is 
borne in mind. He says :— 

The Ghetto is situated south-west of the city, on the 
left bank of the Tiber, being, on its southern extremity, 
limited by a narrow stteet, Jeading to the bridge Ponte 

quattro capi. Facing this bridge we have che city at 
our back, the Ghetto to our right, near the place where 
formerly the principal gate was that shut the Jews in, 
and to the left, nearly opposite; the church Santa Preta. 
Arrived at this spot, and not aware where I w-s, I was 
suddenly attracted by a beautiful Hebrew inscription, 
with a Latin translation at side, on the front of the 
church, above which inscription is 4 painting of the 
ascension of Chrst. The words are taken from Is. Ixv. 
2;3: “Ihave spread out my hans all the day long 
unto arebellious people, which walketh in a way that is 
not govd, after their own thoughts; a people that pro- 
voketh me to anger continua'ly tomy face.” I felt 
rivetted to the spot, and read the words over and over 
again, asif I had never read them before, so did my 
feeling overcome me. The words, I felt, are true, being 
God's words, and His judgments right altogether; but 
who are they who use them to upbraid God’s people 


with them? They needed only to have proceeded a 


few verses more, and the aescription would have suited 
themselves justas much, and more so, becouse they 
sin against the Light that has since come isto world. 


“Ob ! Lord, bow long,” thought I within myself. While

He says, p. 321: “ During 
many of the church festivals and holy processions, the Jews 
keep themselves concealed in their prison on the other side of 
the Tiber, to avoid the maltreatments of the populace, autho- 
rised by the government itself. This unhappy people, harassed 
and oppressed everywhere, is su to the highest degree at Rome. 
Even the present reigning Pope (Pius VI, has passed an edict 
| against the Jews in 1775, which nothing can equal as to bar 

barity. Shut up ina retired, filthy, and stinking street, called 
“il Ghetto,” the cdict requires them to be seen in the city only 
during the day, and they must, under pain of death, return ‘to 
that ahominable prison at sunset. To leave that prison for a 
few days in order to recreate their suffering health from the 
co: fined, pestilential air, requires a special dispensation. Under 
pain of hard labour at the galleys, and other punishments, 
they dare not approach the vicinity of the convent Annunciata, 
and as little must they be seen in churches, convents, and 
hospitals. They are prohibited, under corporeal pnnishment 
keeping Christian servants, hiring Christians for any kind of

Asa sign of distinction they must wear a mark of 
yellow colour. Their funerals are performed in the utmost 
silence, and no grave-stone is allowedthem. Among the 800 
to 10,000 Jews who, notwithstanding this persecution and 
heavy taxes, live in that city, there are only a few rich ones 
who succeed, hy means of money, to get rid of those penal en- 
Ghetto. Nor is this sufficient for papal despotism, thus to tor- 
but, with the most refined cruelty, they are there reminded of 
the dark ages by an annual festivity, when the Jews are treated 
like beasts. Before the introduction of horse-races, at the 
close of the fifteenth century, the Jews had to run races during 
carnival in the presence of the Pope, and under the most cruel 
maltreatment on the part of the people. In commemoration 
of the humane exemption from that cruel enforcement, there 
still appears annually, before carnival at the Capitol, a deputa- 
tion from the Jews, presenting upon their knees to the magis- 


spectacle of their races. But however terrible this political 
pressure may appear under which the Jews labour there, it is 
still surpassed by the cruel violation of conscience with which 
they are afflicted by the mother church in her tender care for 
their souls.

‘Their synagogue is the best and neatest building in the 


private devotion, The school for the education of their 
poor children (Talmud Torah) is certainly a very spa- 
cious, but a very unfriendly old building, the filthy 
access to which is enough to disgust the stranger. It 
contains between 500 and 600 children, very few of 
whose parents are able to contribute anything to its 
support, and yet this is, perhaps, one of the best orga- 
nised Jewish schools in Europe, as, {indeed the Jewish 
schools are considered the best in Italy. These poor 
creatures receive here a secular and religious education, 
divided into seven classess. I was surprised at the pro- 
gress of these children. In one of their classes they 
translated from the Hebrew Bible into Italian by 
merely looking at the text, with sucha facility that, 
with my best endeavours, I could hardlg follow them, 
The teachers treated me with much kindness. They 
complained of a want of books, especially Hebrew 
Bibles, requesting me to intercede on their behalf with 
the English Bible Society. They indeed received some 
supply from somewhere, but school-books soon wear 
out. I believe them quite deserving of Christian sym- 
pathy in this respect. I found the teachers intelligent 
men, and I invited them to my lodgings, which invita 
tion they readily accepted. | 


In the same building is the talmudical academy, or 
Yeshibath, an assembly of scholars studying the Tal- 
mud, under the presidency of a rabbi.

Merz.—A Muniricent Beaquest.—The authorities 
of the community of Metz, Alsace, having lately pub- 
lished a report, in which a bequest of 60,000 francs by 
a lady of high positisn is referred to, the ‘* Archives 
Israelites ” makes the following comment: “A noble 
lady, the Duchess of Plaisance, barn de Barbé-Morbois, 
inspired by a generous and philanthropic idea, gave, by 
a public act of Lec. 14, 1853, to the Israelitish Con- - 
sistory of Metz a donation of 60,000 francs, the interest _ 
of which was to be devoted to apprenticing poor Isra-_ 
elitish children to enable them to support themselves 
: How did this thought arise’ in 
the mind of a Christian lady 2? And why did she select 
Metz as the recipient of the boon? What acts of muse 
nificence preceded it, and who inspired them?” 
Ifthe daughter of the celebrated fanctionary of the — 
republic and empire has borne in mind the Israelites, 
it is due to the *‘ Archives Israelites.” A few numbers 
of this monthly having found their way to Athens, fell 
into her hands. She thus became acquainted with the _ 
co-religionists of her choice. She subsequently ad- 
dressed herself to the late editor of the‘* A. is,”-and-at 
his suggestion she established a prize for Hebrew, and 
lastly, he put her in communication with M. Gerson 
Levy, a member of the community of Metz, who di- 
rected her benevolence to his native city. When the 
duchess died, her heirs, the Duke of Volney and Vis- 
count Lery, refused to pay this bequest. <A lawsuit 
ensued, which was decided in favour of the legatees, 
and the bequest had to be paid over to them.
